The  Commission  was  very  impressed  with  your 
imaginative  concept  but  considers  that  a  project  of  this  kind 
would  not  be  feasible.     Firstly,  there  is  the  problem  of  where 
to  locate  it.     This  could  lead  to  great  pressures.     In  addition, 
there  is  lack  of  time  available  to  complete  a  project  of  such 
magnitude. 

The  Commission  is  grateful  to  have  received  this 
evidence  of  your  interest  in  the  Centennial  celebrations.  They 
have  suggested  to  the  Canadian  Centenary  Council  (representing 
the  private  sector)  that  they  might  continue  their  efforts  to 
interest  industry  in  this  proposal.     It  would  make  a  fine 
project  for  some  large  trade  association. 

I  will  certainly  continue  to  do  what  I  can  and  will 
discuss  your  ideas  with  the  Centenary  Council.
